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STANDISH - A BRIEF HISTORY* 
1785 to 1985 


Prior to 1763 the area now Known as Standish was 
unsettled except for the Ossipee Trail which the Indians 
forged through the wilderness by their regular travels 
between Maine and New Hampshire. Even these earliest 
inhabitants to the area have left their mark on Standish for 
the Ossipee Trail is now Route 25. 

The township of Pearstown was surveyed and granted 
to Capt. Moses Pearson about 1750, for services rendered in 
the siege of Louisburg. In 1763 Ebenezer Shaw, in response 
to an offer made to him by Capt. Pearson, moved from 
Hampton, New Hampshire, to establish the first settlement. 
He chose to settle on the Ossipee Trail at what is now known 
as Standish Corner. The following year he was followed by 
more than a dozen families from New Hampshire and the 
community grew rapidly, opening a blacksmith shop, a 
tavern, and constructing a stockade. By 1769 a meeting 
house had been built on the site of the old fort and on 
November 30, 1785 the Town was incorporated as Standish, 
in honor of Miles Standish. The first elections were held on 
March 27, 1786. 

Although the dangers and hardships were many, these 
early settlers persevered. They were aided to some extent 
by other settlements being established nearby, namely, 
Gorham and North Windham. 

The end of the seventeen hundreds and early eighteen 
hundreds was a period of steady growth for Standish. New 
roads were opened to Windham on the northeast and 
northwest to what is now Sebago. More lands were 
cultivated during this period and the records left indicate 
that this occurred principally around Standish Corner, Oak 
Hill, and near the Saco River in the area of Steep Falls. By 
1826 a mill had been erected at Steep Falls and:soon to 
follow was a store and a hotel. 

Standish Corner was the business center of Standish for 
many years. It was an important by-way station for freight 
and passenger traffic on the old Bridgton, Sebago and 
Portland stage and mail route. By the middle eighteen 
hundreds it boasted three tanneries, six stores, a saw mill 
and three taverns which served the travelers in fine 
tradition. This pattern of growth remained unchanged until 
the 1870’s and the coming of the railroad. 
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The Portland and Ogdensburg Railroad, from Portland to 
Lunenburg, Vermont, was charted in 1870 and completed by 
1875. It ran along the Sebago Lake shoreline then diagonally 
across Standish through Steep Falls. The opening of the 
railroad transferred business to Sebago Lake Station which 
also absorbed trade from the old landing where the Portland 
water works connects with Sebago Lake. From one hotel 
established prior to 1870, Sebago Lake Station developed 
several commercial firms, including the Sebago Ice 
Company and a corresponding number of residences. 

The railroad was equally important in the development 
of Steep Falls which soon became a shipping point for 
lumber. By the 1900’s there were five stores, a post office, 
hotel, church, saw mill and wood working machinery as well 
as some thirty-eight residences. 

The advent of the automobile was the final event which led 
to the Standish as it exists today. As roads were constructed 
and improved the automobile provided a mobility that was 
previously unheard of, even by railroad. This mobility was 
the key factor in the transformation’ of Standish from an 
isolated community to a part of a dramatically changing 
region. Although the railroad was a forerunner of this new 
mobility, it was hardly versatile enough to compete with the 
family car. 

Seasonal development occurred in Standish largely 
because of the shortened travel time between Portland and 
the Sebago Lake area. It is also interesting to note that this 
mobility has been a factor in the development of residential 
communities often far removed from places of work. 

The role of Standish has changed a great deal since

Standish can no longer be thought of as an isolated 
community. Some of its services are now being coordinated 
with those of its neighboring communities; the impact of the 
ever growing Greater Portland area has already wrought 
changes and the Town’s relationship with and, to some 
extent, its dependency on the region is firmly established. 

Standish will celebrate its 200th birthday in 1985. If you 
are interested in helping the Standish Bicentennial 
Committee, please contact one of the members of the 
committee listed in the front of this town report.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee met a total of three times in 
finalizing their recommendations of the annual budget 
January 12, 1985. At the final meeting, approximately fifty 
people were in attendance. 

The Standish Recreational Committee, the Road 
Commissioner, and the Fire and Rescue Departments each 
presented their budgets at preliminary meetings and with 
continued discussion at the final annual meeting. In addition 
to the day to day operational costs in these three areas, the 
following items were also discussed in much detail: the 
unfinished ballfield ori Route 25; a recycling center and 
proposed landfill site; phases one and two of the present 
Standish landfill operation to be in compliance with the 
Department of Environmental Protection; monies needed to 
maintain our present town landfill; an additional article 
appropriating money to improve and repave the White’s 
Bridge Road (a State-aid road received recently from the 
State in very poor condition); and finally, the purchase of 2 
new fire truck to replace the American LaFrance at Station 1. 

The budget presented to the Committee on January 8 
was $420,000 over last year’s budget if it was to be accepted 
as written. This would be a sizeable increase to all taxpayers 
this year, probably too much to absorb in any one given tax 
year. 

Many other large money items were also discussed at 
our meetings that we as taxpayers will be facing a short time 
down the road. Here are some of those other large money 
items: another fire truck or trucks and a new rescue unit, a 
transfer station at the recycling center, trucking costs and 
put-pay solid waste costs of materials that will go to 
Biddeford, Maine Energy Recovery Company (M.E.R.C.), 
and finally, additional State-aid roads in poor condition that 
will have to be shimmed and repaved. These items were in 
addition to what this year’s original warrant included. 

The Budget Committee recommended that four large 
money items totaling $286,600 be excluded in order to keep 
the tax rate down. The Selectmen, upon the 
recommendation of the Committee, went along with this as 
written. The articles cut were as follows: a town office 
computer ($30,000); land, building, and equipment for a 
solid waste recycling center ‘$90,000); a fire truck ($96,600); 
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and the appropriation of $70,000 to improve conditions of 
and repave the White’s Bridge Road. At this point we are still 
$133,400 over last year’s budget. 

The Committee was not against the purchase of these 
items but felt the people of Standish would be better served 
through long-term bonding (Maine Bond Bank). Financially it 
is the best alternative we have in order to tackle these large 
money items in our budget. Another important question that 
is left unanswered is, how long would we carry the Bond 
plan? (Five years, ten years, etc.) 

When you total the items discussed at our meetings, we 
are talking about $750,000 - $1,000,000. Financially we must 
be heading along these lines due to these tremendous 
costs. A one million dollar bond (Municipal Revenue Bond) 
would run around $117,500 annually for a ten year period (as 
mentioned at the annual meeting). The interest is very low in 
comparison to other methods of borrowing this much 
money. 

«Many people on the Budget Committee have 
volunteered to work as a Subcommittee with the Selectmen, 
Road Commissioner, Fire and Rescue officials, and the 
Town’s Attorney in the preparation of this financial bond 
package. When this package is complete, it will be 
presented to the people for their acceptance probably in the 
form of a bond issue to be accepted at a special town 
meeting to follow our annual town meeting in March. 

It has become more and more difficult for the Committee 
to do it’s best job in the consideration of the annual budget 
because of changing cost factors, unexpected items 
_ showing up, and the lack of time we have in making a 
decision on them. The Budget Committee must meet much 
earlier (monthly or quarterly), whatever it may take to get all 
the facts and ideas on the unexpected needs that will make 
drastic.changes in our annual budget. The receiving of such 
materials in ample time will allow for our complete and 
undivided consideration as a group. At that point we will be 
doing our very best for the taxpayers of Standish. 

In conclusion, | hope that the Budget Committee has 
done what was best for you as the taxpayers and people of 
Standish, Maine.

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REPORT OF 
PLANNING BOARD 


During the year ending December 31, 1984, the Planning 
Board held 12 regular meetings and two hearings. 

Planning Board meetings are now held at the Edna Libby 
School on the first non-holiday Monday of each month at 
7:30 p.m. The meetings are open to the public and, as all 
meetings are taped, transcripts are available at Town Hall. 

During 1984, the Planning Board reviewed over 75 
applications. Among them were requests to operate a 
ceramic shop, a beauty shop, 2 used car lots, a meat market, 
a gun shop, day care center, convenience store, grain sales, 
radio repair, flower shop, boat sales showroom, and a new 
dormitory at St. Joseph’s College. 

Also, the Planning Board was asked by the Selectmen to 
review maps of unregulated wetlands in Standish. The 
maps, prepared by the DEP, in accordance with a law 
enacted during the 1983 Legislative session, were sent to 
Standish for required local review. After any corrections, 
these maps will be used by the current Legislature to 
evaluate the need for state controls over these unregulated 
wetlands. 

Letters were sent to notify owners of property within 
areas mapped as currently unregulated wetlands that draft 
maps were available for review and a public hearing was 
held on September 10, 1984.

REPORT OF THE 
CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


This has been a productive year for the building trades. 
The Code Enforcement Officer has issued 241 permits for 
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plumbing. 103 permits were for internal plumbing, 135 
permits were for external plumbing (septic systems and 
holding tanks), and 3 were conversion permits. There were 
282 building permits issued. Of these, 55 were for new 
homes, 11 cottages, 9 mobile homes, 8 commercial, 8 
foundations, 17 garages, 29 sheds, 2 chimneys, 11 pools, 37 
electrical (updated services), 1 barn, 8 signs, and 86 were 
remodeling or additions. 

The Code Enforcement Officer has attended 11 regular 
Planning Board meetings and several workshop meetings. 

On-site inspections were made of most appeals as well as 
attending 12 regular meetings. 

In attending to town business, the Code Enforcement 
Officer has traveled 10,303.8 miles.

STEEP FALLS LIBRARY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Did you know? 

. . That Steep Falls library was built in 1916, a gift of 
Henry Pierce? 

. . That Henry Pierce gave the library to the towns of 
Standish, Cornish, Baldwin, Limington and Steep Falls 
Village? 

. . . That Henry Pierce was born on the Standish-Baldwin 
' line where Ward’s Book Barn is? 

. . That Henry Pierce and four brothers went to 
California in the 1840’s, where they became very wealthy 
developing San Francisco? 

. . . That this was a banner year for the library, with 8,477 
people using its services, an increase of 576 users? 

A total of 17,754 books, magazines, interlibrary loan 
books, pamphlets, puzzles and papers from our vertical files 
went out into these communities. 10,040 of them were from 
the adult room, 7,714 from the children’s room, an increase 
of 1,658 books. 

As the population has grown, the demands on our 
facilities and resources have grown. The Trustees have met 
some of these by expanding our hours per week to 22,

buying an electric typewriter, and enlarging the parking 
area. 

With money raised by the town and state stipends, etc., 
we purchased 486 books, including four sets of reference 
books for the children’s room and one for the adult room. 
The price of books has gone up about 25%, so we are unable 
to buy as many as we need to meet the demands of the 
people in a town this size. However, we are building up our 
Maine Collection, an endless process, as all Maine libraries 
should have all the books printed about the State and all 
books by its authors. Our non-fiction demands are larger 
than ‘our supply, but this too is being met as we have access 
through interlibrary loan at the Portland Public Library. 

We welcome all donations and are able to use most of 
them. Those books which duplicate ones on our shelves, go 
to our sales room in the basement. We are fortunate to have 
been given a large collection of computer, business 
management and finance books, which are continually 
updated by the donor. So many people have donated, that 
we cannot begin to express our gratitude enough. One 
memorial book was given, also. This is a good way of 
remembering a loved one who liked books and libraries. 

Art exhibits from the University of Maine Orono and local 
artists have been displayed during the year. We have 
exhibited quilts, both embroidered and stencilled, sea 
Shells, old glass, alabaster eggs,ruby glass and dolls. 
Papiermache birds, done by the 3rd grade of Steep Falls 
Elementary School, was a special exhibit and well received. 

Our two years of book and food sales gave us enough 
money for three sets of shelves in the children’s room and 
one for reference in the adult room. Still, both rooms need 
more shelf space as we grow. Two Boy Scouts, Alex Grant of 
Standish and Clare Greenlaw, Jr. of Pequawet Lake and 
Scarborough, worked in the library toward their Eagle Scout 
Award. Clare made and presented a pair of birch cabinets to 
the library, which are in the vestibule. 

Wee Folks Story Hour continues to grow, with more 
youngsters and mothers becoming involved. The Story Hour 
will continue through the winter months for the first time. 
The summer programs continue, with movies for the 
Standish recreation small fry and the YMCA Otter Pond 
group. | 

Standish Extension has been meeting at the library since 
September, and acounselling service begins soon.

ANNUAL REPORT FROMTHE | 
STANDISH FIRE DEPARTMENT - 1984 


The Standish Fire Department met many of its goals in 
1984. 
1. The town-wide training program started in 1983, was 
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continued in 1984. Again in 1984, the Fire Department and 
Rescue Unit members spent many hours of training in State 
sponsored schools in Maine and New Hampshire. 

A. Early in January of 1984 the Fire Department 
officers attended a Weekend Officer Training School 
conducted by the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
at S.M.V.T.I. With the acquisition of the ‘‘Jaws of Life’’ 
Rescue tool, 11 members of the Fire Department attended 
schools to learn how to properly use the tool. We are in 
hopes that more of our 90 Firefighters and 29 Rescue 
members are able to attend these valuable courses. 

B. In April of 1984 the Fire Department and Rescue 
Unit used a building scheduled for demolition, and under 
Controlled Conditions, burned the building down in small 
sections to gain the valuable and realistic training of 
extinguishing fires, and the knowledge of the conditions 
present at actual fires. 

C. Some of the other training programs attended 
include: Pump Operations, Self-contained Breathing 
Apparatus, Emergency Vehicle Operations, Fire Department 
Management, Firefighters | & Il level certification, Instructor | 
level certification, and many other Firefighter and E.M.T. 
Seminars. 

2. In 1983 we had brought most of our electrical 
equipment up to OSHA standards, the rest was completed in 
the early part of 1984. 

3. In 1984 we continued to upgrade our alerting system 
‘with the addition of 9 more pagers. We plan to purchase 
another 9 pagers in 1985. 

4. The committee for negotiating with the Town of 
-Limington to dispatch their Fire Department was disbanded 
on a mutual agreement from both towns. 

5. We had hoped to convert the 1976 tanker known as 
Tank 1 into a more useful truck so that it could be recognized 
by the insurance companies, by means of a larger pump. 
However, the $20,000 allocated was not sufficient to meet 
the cost of such a changeover. We hope to be able to 
replace the tank in 1985. 

6. In 1985 we hope to be able to set up a stronger Mutual 
Aid program with the surrounding towns. 

It has been the policy of the Fire Department to inspect 
chimneys and wood stove installations when requested to 
do so by a citizen. This policy will continue. It should be 
noted that all of our Firemen hold regular jobs and may not 
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be available to do such an inspection when it is requested. 
The Deputy Chief in each area will contact each person who 
places a request and set up a date and time when it is 
convenient for the inspecting officer and the home owner. 

The Standish Fire Department wishes to thank all of 
those who have supported us in the past, and to promise 
you that we will be there to aid you in the future.

ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE 
EMERGENCY DISPATCH CENTER - 1984 


The Standish Dispatch Center is becoming well known 
and is assisting more people than ever before. People from 
out of town and out of state have found it helpful in many 
areas. People who are new to the area or just passing 
through have stopped in, seeking various types of aid or 
information. The new sign at the entrance has aided many 
strangers in the area. 

In 1984 the Center dispatched the Rescue Unit 409 
times and the Fire Department 162 times. We received a 
total of1,173 calls on the Red Phone. The Center handled 
10,508 business calls. This is an increase of 1,678 over the 
previous year. In 1984 we handled 2,247 Fire Dept.-related 
calls and 2,795 Rescue-related calls. We handled 1,222 
Animal Control calls and 1,248 Police-related calls. 

Department of Transportation calls (State and Local) 
were up with a total of 334 calls, while only 51 calls were 
handled for power failure. With more homes and businesses 
installing fire and security alarms we handled 195 calls, 16.3 
per month as opposed to 15 calls per month in 1983. 

The Dispatch Center handled 698 general information 
and miscellaneous calls for the public and 745 which were 
dispatch business calls. 
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We made or received 1,055 calls to the Telephone 
Company. In 1984 we handled 543 Telephone Emergency 
Repair calls and 995 Telephone Repair Alarms for the phone 
company. The Dispatch handles these calls for the 
Telephone Co. on nights, weekends and holidays. The 
Telephone Co. pays the town for this service and the money 
is placed in the General Fund. 

In 1984 we handled 11,487 radio transmissions and 
issued 616 Burning Permits. 

Many requests were received for wood stove and 
chimney inspections. We turn these over to the Deputy 
Chiefs of the three engine companies. 

_We prepared and filed 162 reports to the State Fire 
Marshall’s Office in Augusta. 

At the Fire Department Open House for Fire Prevention 
Week, the Dispatchers taught young children how to use the 
telephone to call for the Fire Dept. and the Rescue Unit. 

. The Dispatch Center is open seven days a week and 24 
hours a day. Please feel free to stop by and ask questions or 
pick up literature that may help you in your daily lives.

ANNUAL REPORT 
RESCUE UNIT-1984 


The Standish Rescue Unit has completed its 27th year 
of service to the residents of the Town of Standish. We 
responed to 375 calls with Rescue | and 43 with Rescue Il for 
a total of 418 this year. At the present time we have 29 
people who voluntarily help to provide this service. 

All ambulances are required to be licensed with the 
State of Maine with two levels of licensure available: Basic 
Life Support (BLS) and Advanced Life Support (ALS). ALS 
licensure requires that ambulances are equipped with a 
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cardiac monitor/defibrillator, and telemetry in addition to 
basic equipment. Our units are licensed at the ALS level as 
our primary unit, Rescue | has that equipment. We need to 
add that equipment to Rescue Il in the very near future. 

The state also requires licensure of individual members 
at various levels: An ambulance attendant must have taken a 
50-hourAdvanced First Aid course, or its equivalent, and 30 
hours of refresher training every three years. A Basic 
Emergency Medical Technician (E.M.T.) must have taken 
the 100-hour EMT course with a 30-hour refresher course 
every two years. ALS-Level | requires training in the above, 
plus 20 additional hours in EOA-Airway Maintenance with 
refresher training and testing annually. ALS-Level Il requires 
all of the above in addition to 30 hours of training in 1I.V.- 
Defibrillation with annual refresher training and testing. 
ALS-Level Ill requires all of the previous training plus 
another 50 tu 60 hours in Cardiac-Critical care with annual 
refreshers and testing. 

We currently have people licensed at the following 
levels: One Ambulance Attendant, 12 Basic EMT’s and 3 at 
the Critical Care level with 2 others now in the training for 
the Critical Care level. Many hours of volunteer training in 
addition to providing full time coverage for nights and 
weekends are involved. At the present we are not able to 
provide full time day time coverage due to the fact that most 
of our volunteers work full time at their own jobs and 
occupations. We would like to be able to provide full day 
time coverage as well but need people who are available and 
will to pursue the training requirements. 

The Rescue Unit in conjunction with the Standish Lions 
Club conducted a fund raising drive in the spring to acquire 
the Lukus Tool, an extrication device for gaining access to 
patients trapped in vehicles. The goal was achieved and the 
tool is now in use when needed. It is kept at Steep Falls on 
Utility 3 with a team of firemen specifically trained in its use. 

As the Rescue Unit is strictly an emergency transport 
vehicle, people need to be reminded that this is how it 
should be used. Mere hospital transportation of a non- 
emergency is an abuse and misuse of the vehicle and its 
trained volunteer personnel. 

We would like to thank all those people who have 
supported us and, if you need us, we will try to be there.

FROM: Landfill Study Committee 
(Citizens Advisory Committee) 


The Landfill Committee was formed in July, 1984 by the 
Selectpersons to study what the Town should do for a 
landfill or some other method of disposing of its solid waste. 

~The present landfill is now estimated to have about two 
more years at the present rate it is filling up. The Town is 
using the present landfill under a four-phase consent 
agreement with the Department of Environmental 
Protection; the fourth phase being the closing of it. 

~ In looking for a possible new site, several areas were 
considered. Two areas were chosen to have soil tests made 
and these were done by the Cumberland County 
Conservation District. 

The first area is the land across from the present landfill 
(28 acres more or less privately owned, which can be 
purchased by the Town). The test results showed that it 
could not be used as a landfill under D.E.P. regulations, but 
could be used for arecycling and transfer station. 

The second area is Town-owned land on the Boundary 
Road. The test results showed that it could be used as a 
stump, tire and demolition area providing it did not set ona 
‘mapped sand and gravel aquifer. The committee 
recommends that further engineering, designing and 
planning for the two areas be done as soon as possible fora 
more accurate estimate of the cost to acquire the land, build © 
the recycling and transfer station; and to present the plan to 
the townspeople at Town Meeting. 

Four methods were evaluated by the Committee, as 
follows: 

#1. Operating a landfill the same as the present one. 

#2. Operating a Town-owned incinerator. 
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#3. House-to-house pick-up, hauling the refuse directly 
to a site out of Town, either to an approved landfill or a 
resource recovery plant. 

(Methods #1 and #2 could not get the Department of 
Environmental Protection approval; method #3 is too costly 
to operate.) 

#4. Recycling and a transfer station is the most cost 
effective for the Town and will meet D.E.P. approval. The 
burnable solid waste would be going to one of the two 
resource recovery and co-generation plants that is planned 
for the area; one being the Greater Portland Council of 
Governments in conjunction with Regional Solid Waste, with 
a planned date of start-up of July, 1988. The other one, in 
Biddeford, is known as Maine Energy Recovery Corporation, 
with a planned date of start-up of January, 1986. 

It is the feeling of the Committee that M.E.R.C. plant 
would be the one Standish should go with; the reason being 
that Standish is not a member of the Council of 
Governments. The executive director of C.0.G. has told us 
that not being a member of C.O.G. and not using the 
regional waste system, Standish was not in the feasibility 
study done, and at this time, he could not determine if it 
would be possible to take the Town’s solid waste.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Standish, Maine currently operates under a Town Meeting-Select- 
men form of Government. 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted account- 
ing principles as applicable to state and local governmental units. The following 
is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts which comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equities, revenues and expendi- 
tures. The various funds, which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on spe- 
cific activities or attaining certain objectives in accordance with special regula- 
tions, restrictions or limitations, are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the modi- 
fied accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which they 
become available and measurable. Expenditures for governmental fund types are rec- 
ognized in the accounting period in which the fund liability is incurred, if meas- 
urable, except for unmatured interest on generally long-term debt and accumulated 
sick and annual leave pay, which are recognized when paid. 


All other funds included in these financial statements are maintained 
and reported on the accrual basis. 


Inventories of Supplies: 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time 
of purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 


Fixed assets are not capitalized in the accounting records when acquir- 
ed. Funds used to acquire fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the 
year payments are made.

Counsel had advised us, in their letter dated January 27, 1984, 
that this action was being vigorously contested and the outcome could not be pre- 
dicted.

There were 440 
building permits issued; 17 cottages, 84 new homes, 2 mobile 
homes, 42 garages, 8 pools, 3 barns, 39 barns, 1 chimney, 41 
porches and decks, 100 electrical, 14 signs, and 89 additions 
or remodeling permits including roofs and foundations. 

The Code Enforcement Officer attended all regular Plan- 
ning Board and Appeals Board meetings including several 
special workshop meetings. 

In attending to town business the Code Enforcement 
Officer has traveled 10,854 miles.

9,050 went from the Children’s Room 
and 11,763 from the Adult Room. A total of 10,377 patrons used 
the library — this is a growth rate of 19.8% over the previous 
year. 

Using the money raised by the town, we bought six sets of 
reference books for the Children’s Room, all on current 
subjects at different reading levels — from astronomy and 
Halley’s Comet to an Early Settler Series beginning with our 
pioneer forefathers up to and including the Victorian age. 55 
fewer books were purchased than the previous year — prices 
are up 25%. However, we had almost a hundred more books 
given to us than last year. 

We are so grateful to those who gave uS many good 
books. As we’ve said before, those which are duplicates, or we 
cannot use, go into our sales room. 

The Wee Folk Story Hour began and ended with the 
school year, continuing through the winter months for the first 
time, at the request of the parents. This program ended in June 
with a magician from Westbrook, putting on his show. The 
youngsters liked him, as well as the goodies after. 

Standish Extension meets here the first Thursday of each 
month. A six week counselling service, led by Becky Waters of 
SAD 6, on the subject ‘‘Children Don’t Come With Directions”’ 
was well attended. 

Standish Chapter of AARP, headed by Mrs. Auman 
Burnell, takes books to those residents of Stonecrest apart- 
ments unable to come to the library. Ruth Chaplin, retired 
librarian, selects the books and Mrs. Burnell delivers and 
returns them. This program is one we hope to see expanded to 
all shut-ins in the town and to others who are unable to come 
to the library. A phone call from those wanting books, would 
help us plan more of these outreach programs. 
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Portland Public Library asked us, in January, to become 
an interim depository for their Talking Book Program. This pro- 
gram is for the blind or handicapped and is free. Every three 
months Portland furnishes us with 50 cassettes and floppy 
disks (records) to have available to anyone in our area needing 
this service. They also provide us with cassette and record 
players. 

Art exhibits, again, from Orono and the University have 
been here as well as exhibits from those in the area. Each 
month a new/old quilt is hung in the Adult Room. We have had 
some beauties — some modern, some over 100 years old. 
We’ve exhibited dolls, candle molds, egg cups, salt and 
pepper shakers. The third grade class, under Mrs. Ustin, at 
Steep Falls School made, and brought up for exhibit a Space 
Program. Amazing work for third graders. 

We had our annual Book Sale in August. At Christmas our 
Open House — this year the library decorated for the month of 
December and Christmas Season by one of Standish’s garden 
clubs — Wildridge, dolls from Doris Bachellers and the third 
grade youngsters. 

As the library services and patronage has grown, as more 
books are bought and given, our shelf spaces have seemed to 
shrink. New shelves, on each side of the fireplace in the 
Children’s Room, has provided, at last, a home for the books 
from Henry Pierce’s library. 

In conclusion, we are growing because everyone in the 
area is using the library more, and we are expanding in 
response to that need. Our goal is to anticipate the needs of 
the area, respond to those needs, and also, inspire the need for 
more services since an informed community benefits all of us.

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ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1985 


The past year was a busy one. The number of dogs taken 
to Westbrook Shelter this year was (44) forty-four. This is down 
from last year. But the cats and kittens totaled (63) sixty-three 
which is about doubled from last year. | think people are 
beginning to realize the importance of spaying their dogs. 
There were very few litters of puppies this year. Please keep in 
mind that allowing your females to have pups does not make 
her a better pet. It’s very hard on her, and not always easy to 
place the puppies. That goes for your cats too. Cats can prove 
to be a very big problem for people. They can do damage to 
property and be a bother to other family pets. 

l.am here to help with all your animal problems, but | 
received several calls this year from people just wanting me to 
pick up their unwanted litters. These are problems that could 
be avoided with a little care. 

There were very few injured dogs this year, which is 
always good news. Also | picked up more dogs with up-to-date 
license tags on. This is very important for me — it is not only 
State law — but so necessary in getting your pet returned to 
you if it is lost. 

Your dogs will need a new license Jan. 1, 1986. There were 
several dog bite cases this year. One could have ended in 
tragic results if aneighbor was not close by to assist. 

The law does not state about keeping aggressive dogs, 
but there is a leash law. When you own an aggressive dog it is 
even more important that it be kept chained or fenced ina 
secure way. Allowing this type of dog to roam freely will only 
cause trouble for the owner and possibly the victim. Most of 
these dogs were family pets. It’s not easy to step in and cause 
heartache to these families that have allowed their pets to do 
wrong. Let’s keep our pets to home where they belong.

Let’s make 1986 a good year for our pets. Remember, 
spaying your females.

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SACO RIVER CORRIDOR COMMISSION 


The Saco River Corridor Commission administers the 
Saco River Conidor Act, which regulates land use within 500 to 
1000 feet of the Saco, Ossipee, and Little Ossipee Rivers. The 
Commission is made up of representatives of the twenty com- 
munities bordering the three rivers, and each town within the 
corridor is represented by one regular and one alternate 
member appointed by the Selectmen or Mayor. The Com- 
mission meets once a month, generally on the fourth Wednes- 
day, to consider applications for permits and to discuss other 
matters which relate to the Saco River Corridor region. 
Standish’s regular Commission member is Ann Frizzell, and 
the alternate member is Huard Libby. Ann Frizzell has also 
served on the Commission’s Rules Committee. 

One of the Commission’s major functions is the consid- 
eration of permit applications for building construction or 
other activities requiring a permit. 1985 was an extremely busy 
year for the Commission, and during the past year (January 1 
through December 31, 1985), the Commission considered a 
total of 97 applications for permits or variances, which repre- 
sents a substantial increase over last year. It also considered 
17 amendments to permits previously granted and held 20 
public hearings. Of the permit applications and amendments 
considered by the Commission this year, seven were for 
activities within the Town of Standish. 

Any Standish resicents interested in obtaining additional 
information about the Commission or about the effects of the 
Saco River Corridor Act on their land should feel free to call 
their representatives to the Commission or Margaret Roy, the 
Commission’s Executive Director, who may be reached at the 
Commission office on Main Street in Cornish, Maine 
(Telephone 625-8123). . 

We invite you to attend any public hearing if you are 
interested in first hand knowledge of how the Commission 
operates. Public hearing notices are listed in the local papers 
prior to each meeting date.

ANNUAL REPORT - STANDISH RESCUE 
1985 


During 1985, we responded to about 450 calls: 405 calls 
for Rescue | and 45 calls for Rescue II. We presently have five 
people trained and licensed at ALS Level III (Critical Care), 
nine at ALS | (EOA/Airway), five basic EMT’s and two 
Ambulance Attendants. These people provide full time cover- 
age for rescue calls for all weeknights and weekends but we 
are still lacking for daytime coverage. We have very few 
trained people available for daytime due to the lack of people 
who work nights. | stressed last year the need for dedicated 
people to come forward to fill this void but there was very little 
response. Some surrounding communities have had to 
approve and pay trained personnel to provide this daytime 
coverage. This is an additional expense that the town cannot 
afford at this time, but with the many state requirements it is 
fast becoming financially impossible for volunteers to 
volunteer. Anyone interested and available for daytime should 
contact the dispatch office as we would like to hear from you. 

We are recommending that the town purchase a new 
rescue unit this year as Rescue Il is small, thirteen years old, 
and has too many miles logged to continue to be reliable. A 
new unit would become the primary unit and the present 
Rescue i would become the backup unit. 

Most of our volunteers now have portable, two-way radios 
which makes it faster to contact those people who are on call 
and allows those people the flexibility to conduct personal 
business and not be restricted to telephone communications. 
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Our ambulances are licensed by the State of Maine at the 
Advanced Life Support level but only one has the required 
equipment (telemetry & monitor/defibrillator). We anticipate 
that in the very near future the State will require both vehicles 
to be equipped, which is the reason that we are asking for your 
Support in approving the purchase of the additional 
equipment. 

Standish Rescue is the second oldest rescue unit in the 
State of Maine and the residents have a good reason to be 
proud. We, the volunteers, are proud of the service and level of 
patient care we are able to provide. A special thank you to all 
who support this endeavor.

REPORT OF STANDISH 
CHARTER COMMISSION 


In March of 1985 the voters of Standish elected six 
members of the Charter Commission. Three more members 
were appointed by the Selectmen. Our job has been to create a 
charter for Standish setting out detailed guidelines for the 
operation of the town government. 

After holding public hearings, talking to department 
heads and town committee members, and reviewing 
responses to a public survey the majority of the commission 
felt that the most efficient and responsive type of government 
for Standish would be the council/manager system. 

A copy of the preliminary charter is included in this town 
report. Additional copies are also available at the Clerk’s 
office. We will soon be holding public hearings to answer 
questions about the cherter and to give residents a chance to 
make comments and suggestions. Nothing in the charter so 
far is ‘‘written in stone’; we are very open to suggestions to 
create a charter that will best meet individual needs as well as 
the needs of the community as a whole. Watch the Courier, 
Shoppers’ Guide, and Portland papers for notices of up- 
coming hearings. 
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The final charter will be voted upon in November of this 
year. At least 702 ballots must be cast at that time in order for 
the result to be effective. The members of the Charter 
Commission strongly urge all residents to vote on the charter 
in November.

During the year ending December 31, 1985, the Planning 
Board held 12 regular meetings at the Edna Libby School on 
the first non-holiday Monday of every month at 7:30 P.M. All 
meetings are open to the public and transcripts are available 
at Town Hall.

The 
Planning Board once again worked with Mr. Evan Richert and 
Mr. Rameen Armajani of Market Decisions. With their help, the 
Planning Board has submitted the material in this year’s 
warrant for voter approval.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STANDISH 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Standish Fire Department has been called upon to 
serve the citizens of this community a record number of times 
this past year. The total number of fire calls has increased to 
215, which is the highest number of fire related calls that we 
have responded to according to past records. This figure repre- 
sents a total of 4,396 hours of fire fighting, and in excess of 
1,200 hours assisting the Rescue and other public services. 

1985 was a year that saw a woods fire that ravaged fifty 
acres of property in Steep Falls between Hope Avenue and the 
Boundry Road, Hurricane Gloria and all the problems 
associated with it, along with several costly structural fires. 
These incidents account for a substantial number of the hours 
spent by this department fighting fires. 

In view of these fires, and many others like them in 
surrounding communities, the Standish Fire Department is 
constantly striving to improve the level of fire protection, and 
expand upon our fire prevention activities. Many of the items 
requested by this department at each budget period are 
attempts at upgrading our equipment, and utilizing the 
increasing number of technological improvements available in 
the fire protection field. 

Many years ago the installation of dry hydrants was 
recognized as an important feature of fire protection, and 
three of these dry hydrants were installed, two in the Ward’s 
Cove area, and one at Route 25 near Two Trails. Dry hydrants 
basically are pipes at the edge of ponds and streams with 
intakes located under the water. They allow fire fighters to 
attach hose to a water supply more quickly with fewer fire 
fighters. 

Over the years these dry hydrants become inoperative, 
- requiring repairs to return them to service again. With the 
assistance of members of the business community and our 
road department, the members of the fire department were 
able to make the necessary repairs to enable these dry 
hydrants to be used again. 

This year the Standish Fire Department hopes to continue 
the program of improving the water supply available in these 
areas not served by public water mains, and also providing the 
necessary maintenance required at the existing dry hydrants. 
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Many of our surrounding communities support the 
improvements of water supply in areas not served by public 
water mains, and some of these areas have even experienced 
substantial reductions in fire insurance premiums based upon 
an improvement of water supply in the area. 

The fire department has also been very active in fire 
prevention activities. In our attempt to prevent the occurence 
of fire, the members of this department have continued to 
expand the services we provide to the citizens of Standish, 
through our annual Open House, Fire Prevention Week 
activities, fire hazard prevention information, etc. . . In 
addition, this department has been working closely with the 
Code Enforcement Officer and Planning Board with regard to 
fire protection standards for new and remodeled building 
construction, and subdivision expansions this past year. 

The program of inspections of woodstoves and chimney 
installations by the Standish Fire Department will be 
continued again this year. If a citizen wishes to request an 
inspection, he/she should contact the Standish Dispatch 
Center. The information will then be passed to the Deputy 
Chief serving your area. Please remember that all of the fire- 
men hold regular jobs, and the Deputy Chiefs do these 
inspections in their spare time, and can not always be 
available when you want them. The Deputy Chief will call you 
when fe is available, to set up a time that is convenient for the 
both of you. 

Last year the town’s people approved utilizing available 
money through Federal Revenue Sharing for use in refurbish- 
ing the 1976 Chevrolet Tanker called, Tank #1. This unit has 
been out of service for repairs since November 21, 1985. The 
repairs of this unit were completed and it was back in service 
January 27, 1986. 

The Town Wide training program that was started back in 


1983 was continued in 1985, and is planned to be continued’ 


again this year in 1986. Each of the three engine companies 
conducted monthly training sessions held at each of the 
respective stations. In September, a training class was held 
throughout the day one Saturday, attended by members of 
each engine company and rescue, in addition to members of 
the Gorham Fire Department. These members were trained 
and refreshed in structural fire ground operations, including 
interior fire fighting, building Search and Rescue, ventilation

procedures, etc. .. The Standish Fire Department wishes to 
thank Dr. Rerrick for allowing us to burn his camp that was 
scheduled for demolition. The realistic conditions 
encountered under controlled burning conditions are 
invaluable for training and development of skilled firefighters. 

This year 32 members from each of the three engine 
companies spent many hours of training at the state 
sponsored fire training schools held at S.M.V.T.I. and Sanford. 
These courses and programs are offered each year at 
locations throughout the state, and we hope to continue to 
send our membership to these valuable schools. 

The Standish Fire Department wishes to thank all of those 
who have supported us in the past, and promise you that we 
will be there to aid you in the future. Remember, Smoke 
Detectors Save Lives, so please install them in your home, and 
change those batteries yearly.

ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE 
EMERGENCY DISPATCH CENTER- 1985 


The Dispatch Center was very busy in 1985. As the town 
grows, so does the business at the Dispatch Center. 

In 1985, we dispatched the Rescue Unit 446 times and the 
Fire Department 215 times. That is an increase of 57 and 53 
respectively over 1984. We received 298 more calls on the Red 
Phone than in 1984 for a total of 1,471. Business phone calls 
were up 3,997 for a total of 14,585. In 1985 we handled 3,307 
Fire Department related calls, and 2,954 Rescue related calls. 
Animal Control calls were up by 140 for a total of 1,362 in 1985. 
Calls to and from the Sheriff's Dept. increased from 1,246 in 
1984 to 1,840 in 1985. Although we are here to assist the 
citizens, all calls requesting a Deputy should be made to 1-800- 
482-7479. 
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Department of Transportation calls (Local or State) were 
down by 108 for 226 calls in 1985. Hurricane Gloria was the 
cause of a large increase of power failure calls. We recorded 
138 calls during and after the Hurricane. In reality, there was 
an increase of 55 calls, plus the Hurricane, for a total of 244 
calls for the year. 


The Dispatch Center handled 698 general information and 
Miscellaneous calls from the public. Dispatch business calls 
totaled 1,862. 

Due in part to the large woods fire off Hope Avenue and 
Hurricane Gloria we handled 15,123 radio transmissions. 

We issued 595 burn permits in 1985. This is 21 less than 
last year. 1985 was an extremly dry year and on several 
occasions we had to terminate outside burning. We realize 
this is an inconvenience for many people, however, we have to 
consider the safety of the entire town. We thank all of you who 
cooperated with us in this matter. We would like to remind 
everybody that it is a State Law that you must have a written 
permit before you can burn. During the dry periods, please feel 
free to call the Dispatch Center at 642-4343 to see if we are 
issuing permits. 

In 1985 we handled 321 Emergency Tele. Repair calls and 
1,090 Telephone Repair Alarms for Standish Telephone Co. We 
cover for them nights, weekends and holidays. The Telephone 
Company pays the town-for this service. 

The Dispatch Center is open seven (7) days a week and 24 
hours a day. Please do not hesitate to stop in and ask ques- 
tions or pick up literature that may be of assistance to you. It 
should be noted that only emergency calls should be made to 
642-2232 or 675-3220. Emergencies are; reporting a fire or 


requesting the rescue unit. All other calls should be made to 


642-4343. 
We look forward to serving you in 1986.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Standish, Maine currently operates under a Town Meeting-Select- 
men form of Government. 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted account- 
ing principles as applicable to state and local governmental units. The following 
is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts which comprise its assets, liabil¥ties, fund equities, revenues and expendi- 
tures. The various funds, which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on spe- 
cific activities or attaining certain objectives in accordance with special regula- 
tions, restrictions or limitations, are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the modi- 
fied accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which they 
become available and measurable. Expenditures for governmental fund types are rec- 
ognized in the accounting period in which the fund liability is incurred, if meas- 
urable, except for accumulated sick and annual leave pay, which are recognized when 
paid. 


All other funds included in these financial statements are maintained 
and reported on the accrual basis. 
Inventories of Supplies: 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time 
of purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 


Fixed assets are not capitalized in the accounting records when acquir- 
ed. Funds used to acquire fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the, 
year payments are made.

The Standish Fire Department put a great deal of emphasis 
on training in 1986. Each station held monthly training sessions, 
which were to cover: 1. Basic Fire Fighting, 2. Ladders (all types), 
3. Air Packs, 4. Pumps and 5. Apparatus Driving. 

The firefighters gave many hours of their time for this train- 


ing; 


1. Basic Fire Fighting 120 manhours 
2. Ladders 325 manhours 
3. Air Packs 355 manhours 
4. Pumps (truck & portable) 1,094 manhours 
5. Apparatus Driving 98 manhours 


The drivers also were asked to take a three hour driving course 
offered by the state. Most of the drivers complied with this. 
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Along with station training, many firefighters attended Fire 
Attack Schools at SMVTI and Sanford. Over one hundred and 
twenty hours were spent in the classrooms. 

There were three town wide training programs. 

1. A one day class with Chicopee Fire Department on four 
inch hoses. 

2. A 20 hour Forestry Class was held with 35 firefighters 
taking part. This was a5 week course, 2 hour sessions, 2 nights a 
week. Day classes were held for those who work nights. All fire- 
fighters did well in this course. 

3. A three day simulated forest fire school was presented by 
the Maine Forestry Department and the Cumberland County Fire 
Chiefs Association. Fire Departments from around the area parti- 
cipated. The are of the simulated burn was off Rt. 35, between the 
North Gorham Rd. and the Middle Jam Rd. 

Our firefighters put in approximately 486 manhours on this 
rigorous training. It was the first major exercise of its kind ever 
held in Maine. The firefighters gained experience in coping witha 
blaze that threatens people, homes and power lines as well as 
forests. 

Our firefighters were exhausted after the three days, but all 
felt that they had a better understanding of how to fight a major 
forest fire. 

Many of our firefighters went to school beyond this train- 
ing, taking classes such as C.P.R., Cold Water Rescue and 
Ventilation. 

In 1987 we plan to continue with an extensive training 
program. 

In the following year we hope to continue to update our 
equipment. We hope to acquire a new fire truck and new hose for 
the trucks.

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REPORT FROM THE EMERGENCY 
DISPATCH CENTER - 1986 


The Dispatch Center wishes to thank the citizens of the 
Town of Standish for their cooperation in cutting down the 
amount of unattended burns and out of control brush and grass 
fires. This year we issued 1,010 burn permits as opposed to 595 in 
1985. It is a law that you must have a burn permit before burning 
outdoors. However, beyond this law there is another reason for 
the permit. When we issue a permit we know where there is going 
to be a burn. A simple check of the record lets us know if we have 
an unpermitted burn or an unattended burn. Many fires have 
been prevented this year, because a citizen will frequently call in 
and ask if there is a permit out for a certain area. If we don’t have 
one, a fireman is dispatched immediately to check on the fire. It 
is only through the cooperation of the citizens that we can help 
protect our forests and homes. There is no charge for the permit. 
As we approach dry seasons we recommend that you call in 
before coming to the office. We can tell you by 10:00 a.m. if we 
are issuing permits or not. 

In 1986 we dispatched the Fire Department 203 times and 
the Rescue Unit 445 times. We had 12 less fire calls and 1 less 
rescue call than in 1985. Red phone calls were increased by 24 
for a total of 1,495 times. The Red phone is still being used for 
information and this should not happen. The numbers 642-2232 
and 675-3220 should only be used when you are reporting a fire or 
requesting a rescue unit. When you are seeking information or 
you have an animal complaint, please use the number 642-4343. 

We handled 1,691 calls for the sheriff's department. 
Although we are here to assist the public, it is the request of the 
Sheriff's Department that you call them directly at 1-800- 
482-4749. 

In 1986 we handled 3,927 fire related calls and 3,394 rescue 
related calls. We handled 2,013 calls for the Animal Control 
Officer. There were 394 calls for the Department of Transporta- 
tion and 138 calls concerning power failures. 

Fire and Security Alarm calls were down to 249 as opposed 
to 292 in 1985. There were 2,632 calls made and received for 
information and dispatch business. 

In 1986 we handled 431 emergency repair calls and 1,492 
repair alarms for Standish Telephone Co.. We are an answering 
service for the telephone company — nights, weekends and 
holidays. 
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Many requests were made for wood stove and chimney 
inspections. The Deputy Chiefs in each area are issued these re- 
quests. It should be noted, the Deputy Chiefs do these inspec- 
tions during their spare time, and cannot always be available 
when you want them. In most cases they will call you and set up 
a time that is convenient for both of you. The fire department is 
not in the chimney cleaning business, however dispatch will be 
glad to supply you with the numbers of Chimney Sweeps in the 
area. 

The Dispatch Center is open seven days a week and 24 
hours a day. Please do not hesitate to stop in and ask questions 
or pick up literature that may be of assistance to you. Please feel 
free to stop in and see what we do there. 

We look forward to serving you in 1987.

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REPORT OF THE Pianeta RESCUE UNIT 
1 


First and foremost, we wish to thank the voters of Standish 
for your overwhelming support at the polls on December 27th of 
1986 in approving the monies to be transferred from Surplus for a 
new rescue unit; and, by a show of hands at the Special Town 
Meeting on that day, your approval of our use of the insurance 
monies acquired from the October accident involving the prior 
Rescue #1 vehicle to be spent for a used back-up vehicle. Your 
response to our newsletter was heartwarming. The back-up 
vehicle is presently in service and the process is ongoing for our 
acquisition of a new vehicle. 

At the present time, we have 28 active volunteer prople, 
ranging from our all-important drivers to Ambulance Attendants, 
Emergency Medical Technicians, and Advanced Life Support 
people (including airway, intravenous therapy and cardiac main- 
tenance). 

We responded to well over 400 calls in 1986 on an emer- 
gency basis only, with heart attacks, respiratory problems and 
auto accidents being the most frequently called in to our Dis- 
patch Center. We also stand by at structure and chimney fires for 
which we receive an hourly wage which corresponds with Fire 
Department personnel. 

In all other aspects, we are completely volunteer. This in- 
cludes one 12-hour shift a week, one 48-hour shift every sixth 
weekend, and numberous hours of training and recertification 
mandated by the State of Maine in order to retain our licensure. 
As this is not always humanly possible, we are constantly cover- 
ing shifts for one another in order to maintain quality emergency 
care for our Town. 

A word about daytime coverage: If you should happen to 
need the rescue during the day, please be aware (and under- 
stand) that your Town unit may not be able to respond due to lack 
of personnel, but a rescue from a neighboring town WILL 
respond to you per our request under a mutual aid agreement. 
Many of our surrounding towns experience this same problem at 
different hours of the day or night and we are called on to 
respond for them. We are trying to maintain a completely volun- 
teer status, but we are not naive and do realize that this does not 
appear optimistic for the future. Please remember that as private 
citizens you can request the rescue directly through our Dispatch

CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


1986 was a very busy year for the Town of Standish. Your 
Code Enforcement Officer issued 1,167 permits. There were 429 
plumbing permits issued, of these 205 were external permits con- 
sisting of new and malfunctioning or replacement septic 
systems, and 224 were internal plumbing permits. There were 738 
other permits issued consisting of: 99 new homes, 1 four unit 
apartment building, 45 cottages, 48 garages, 69 additions, 35 
barns and sheds, 35 remodeling permits, 38 decks and porches, 9 
fences, 7 foundations, 291 electrical permits, 16 new signs, 11 
pools, 5 mobile homes, and 19 asphalt drives. 

The Code Enforcement Officer attended all regular Planning 
Board and Appeals Board meetings including several special 
workshop meetings. 

In attending to town business the Code Enforcement Officer 
traveled 12,231 miles.

1986 


The year 1986 was a busy one. Spring and Summer being my 
busiest months. Fall and Winter tend to be a little slower, but 
steady. The total number of dogs picked up this year was 66. | 
also picked up a total of 29 puppies. Cats totaled 24 adults and 
31 kittens. Most of the kittens and pups found good homes. All 
adults went to the Animal Shelter and were claimed by the 
owners or put up for adoption. 
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|! am pleased to say road deaths were down this year, but 
overall abuse calls were up. By abuse calls | am referring to com- 
plaints called in about dogs left out with no housing or food. This 
also goes for barking dog complaints which most of the time | 
find left with no shelter. 

The Law states there must be proper shelter for your pets. 
Failure to provide shelter will result in a fine. Our pets need our 
care. Bring them in when the weather is foul, or make sure they 
have adequate shelter. 

Dog licenses for 1987 are due the first of the year. Failure to 
obtain one could result in a fine. A license is also a very 
important factor in getting your pet home to you if he is lost. 

| handled many running dog complaints. Some of these 
calls resulted in damages. You will be held liable for damages 
done by your dog if he is found. This includes running deer or 
livestock damage as well as male dogs chasing females. There is 
also a chance you will be fined for allowing the dog to roam. 

It is much easier to keep your dog at home, and you will have 
less problems with bad feelings among your neighbors. 

Let’s make the coming year a good one for our pets. Fewer 
pups and kittens could be achieved by spaying or neutering your 
pet. Also try to keep your pets home where they will be safe.

RICHVILLE LIBRARY REPORT 


The Richville Library is located on Rt. 114, five miles north of 


Sebago Lake in one of the fast growing areas of Standish. . 


Although a fire devastated the library several years ago, the 
library has been rebuilt into a modern facility to meet the needs 
of the community. We offer a children’s room, an adult room, and 
a community meeting room upstairs. Downstairs, we have 
kitchen facilities and more meeting area. With church and civic 
groups, as well as, library patrons, we have over 300 people using 
the building each month, and we encourage more groups, such 
as the mother’s support group which met this past year, to use 
the facility. 
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During this year, over $1,500 was spent on books primarily 
for the Children’s Room. This helped meet one of our goals which 
is to serve as a resource for school children in Standish, most of 
the books were elementary level and included such subjects as: 
gymnastics, whales, airplane construction, submarines, and 
dealing wtih the death of animals. 

Another goal is to continue to build our selection of non- 
fiction adult books. A few of the new volumes this year had 
various topics such as: caligraphy, exercise, trees and birds. 
There is also new reference books on non-fiction writers and a 
large soft-cover swap section. 

Currently, the library is open from 3 - 5 p.m. on Tuesday and 
Thursday, and by appointment. We encourage shut-ins to use the 
library and have a volunteer who delivers books. Next summer 
be sure to watch for two coming events — the children’s story 
hour,-and library fair day. The telephone number is 642-4698. With 
community support, the library looks forward to another year of 
continued growth. 


STEEP FALLS LIBRARY REPORT 


As the Town of Standish has grown in the last five or six 
years, SO, too, its library. Five years ago, 4,375 people used it, this 
year it was 12,140. Five years ago a total of 13,044 books and 
magazines were taken from both rooms, this year 23,208. These 
totals reflect the growth of the town and area as well as showing 
the necessity for more services. 

Part of the demand for more books is being met through 
Interlibrary Loans. This is a method of borrowing books and 
materials from other libraries through Portland Public Library. Of 
the‘top twenty libraries using this service, we are 13th; this, too, 
reflects the area growth. 

For several years we have concentrated on building the 
reference collection in the Children’s Room, until, now, we do 
~ have good reference material for youngsters from grades 1 
through 12. Cooperation with the teachers of the area is good 
and improving and we welcome their ideas and projects. This 
year we have had a Steep Falls-Standish Memory Book written by 
the third graders of the Steep Falls Elementary School given to 
us and copies are on sale here at the library. 

In the Adult Room we are upgrading our non-fictional 
material, everything from biography and philosophy to how-to 
books. A new set of the Americana Encyclopedias has replaced 
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the ten year old set. Annually, we review the magazine sub- 
scriptions, dropping those which are seldom read, and adding 
others which interest and are requested by our patrons. 

Wee Folk Story Hours, now runs through the school year. . . 
in June it ended with a puppeteer from North Windham. Also 422 
children from the Standish Recreation and YMCA Otter camp 
came for movies six weeks in the summer. Both programs are 
growing too. 

Standish Community Extension meets monthly at the library 
— alive wire group which has donated much to the library. 

The Talking Books for blind and handicapped are available, 
as well as the disk and tape players. 

We continue to display collections from rocks to hooked 
rugs and are happy to show any collections the townspeople 
care to share. A splendid collection of butterflies was given to 
the library by the Harry Slatterys. We welcome gift books, 
especially children’s books and other artifacts. We thank all who 
gave us books this past year. 

Christmas Open House, decorated by the Grandiflora 
Garden Club, was a huge success with 150 people here. The dolls 
were loaned us again by Doris Bacheller and the Wee ones 
decorated the tree. A Village Group, headed by Olga Schimmer, 
Michael Silvestri and Patricia Leavitt worked with a group of 
young people to sing the traditional Christmas songs in several 
languages, play the guitar and flute and perform “A Night Before 
Christmas’. A super program which we have been promised will 
become an annual tradition. Thanks to all who participated. 

Looking ahead. . .it is time to Survey our patrons, asking 
them what other services they want us to provide. Time to plan a 
summer reading program, think about getting one or two Apple 
computers for the library’s use as well as game/study programs 
for the children. Time to think of more room and shelf space, time 
to begin a program of large print books loaned us from the State 
Library. There is much to consider and plan for and we do need 
the input of the community to help us. 

We have enjoyed serving you this past year, and are looking 
forward to the next year and the changes and growth it will bring.

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SACO RIVER COORDIDOR COMMISSION 


The Saco River Corridor Commission administers the Saco 
River Corridor Act, which regulates land use within 500 to 1,000 
feet of the Saco, Ossipee, and Little Ossipee Rivers. The Com- 
mission is made up of representatives of the twenty 
communities bordering the three rivers, and each town within the 
corridor is represented by one regular and one alternate member 
appointed by the Selectmen or Mayor. The Commission meets 
once a month, generally on the fourth Wednesday, to consider 
applications for permits and to discuss other matters which 
relate to the Saco River Corridor region. Standish’s regular 
Commission member is Ann Frizzell, and the alternate member is 
Huard Libby. | 

One of the Commission’s major functions is the considera- 
tion of permit applications for building construction or other 
activities requiring a permit. 1986 was an extremely busy year for 
the Commission, and during the past year (January 1 through 
December 31, 1986), the Commission considered a total of 93 
applications for permits or variances. It also considered 36 
amendments to permits previously granted and held 17 public 
hearings. Of the permit applications and amendments consider- 
ed by the Commission this year, five permits and one amend- 
ment were for activities within the Town of Standish.

As is the usual practice of Municipalities in the State of Maine, the Town 
has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly,

NOTE 1 — SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Standish, Maine operated under a Town Meeting-Selectmen 
form of Government for the year ended December 31, 1986. 


At a special town meeting on November 4, 1986, the inhabitants of the 


Town voted to adopt a Council-Manager form of Government effective January 1, 
1987. 


Except for not maintaining a record of its general fixed assets, the 
accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples as applicable to state and local governmental units. The following is 
a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and ac- 
count groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts which comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equities, reve- 
nues and expenditures. The various funds, which are segregated for the purpose 
of carrying on specific activities or attaining certain objectives in accord- 
ance with special regulations, restrictions or limitations, are grouped by type 
in the financial statements as follows: 


Governmental Fund: 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other re- 
ceipts that are not allocated by law or contractual agree- 
Ment to another fund are accounted for in this fund. From 
the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the 
fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that are 
not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to 
account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
(other than special assessments, expendable trust, or ma- 
jor capital projects) requiring separate accounting be-

Fiduciary Funds: 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets 
received by the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, 
custodian or agent. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the mod- 
ified accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which 
they become available and measurable. Available means collected in the current 
period or within sixty (60) days after the end of the current period. Property 
taxes due but not available within the required period are recorded in a deferred 
revenue account on the balance sheet. Expenditures for governmental fund types 
are recognized in the accounting period in which the fund liability is incurred, 
if measurable, except for accumulated sick and annual leave pay, which are recog- 
nized when paid. 


All other funds included in these financial statements are maintained 
and reported on the accrual basis. 
Inventories of Supplies: 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time 
of purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 


Fixed assets are not capitalized in the accounting records when aequir- 
ed. Funds used to acquire fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the 
year payments are made.

Maine School Administrative District #6 is an educational unit 
comprised of the towns of Buxton, Hollis, Limington and Standish. 
The schools within the District are directed by a twelve member 
School Board which represents each of the four communities. Public 
meetings of the School Board are held on the first and third Monday 
evenings of each month at Bonny Eagle Junior High School and 
citizens are encouraged to attend these meetings.

The first major item of business was to compile and submit a budget fe 

the town’s fiscal year that now runs from July through June. The budg 

format now is one that forecasts revenues and total expenditures. Th 
financial administration of the town is being computerized in order t 
provide the council and me with better and more up to date informatio 
to help us make more informed decisions. Major items contained withi 
that budget were the purchase of a new firetruck, repaving the Oak Hi! 
and White's Bridge Roads and starting our first municipal polic 
department. The budget also established a capital reserve plan to mee 
future needs of the town including highway equipment, a MUNICI PE 
building, fire and rescue equipment, completing the Route #25 balifielc 
and closing the landfill and building a transfer station. 


A big issue now facing the town is that of solid waste disposal. Standil 
has signed a thirty year contract with the Maine Energy Recover! 
Company in Biddeford that will be burning the trash of many towns 1/ 
the Greater Portland area in order to generate reusable energy. Thi 
means that our landfill will be closed soon and that we must transpor 
our solid waste to Biddeford. The good news is that our new method o 
disposing of the town’s trash is much more environmentally sound. Thi 
bad news is that solid waste disposal will never again be as inexpensiv: 
as it has historically been. We have contracted with experts in the fiele 
Civil Be oaths: Services, to help us close the old landfill, set up | 
temporary transter station and negotiate a one year hauling contract a 
well as studythe best way to get waste to Biddeford over the lon 


fe 


rm. We will be considering townwide curbside pickup as well as a 
ermanent transfer station. The engineers identify the costs but only 
ou can tell us which method you prefer through your input to the 
ouncil. 


n the immediate horizon ts the issue of snow removal on private ways 
nd roads. We will continue this practice as we have for the coming 
inter while we decide on a fair policy for the future. The town has 
warded contracts to plow the roads for one more year. 


he problems that must be considered when the council makes a long 
erm decision are: 1) the liability of the vehicles plowing the private 
oads, 2) deciding which should be plowed when we don’t plow them 
ll, 3) the legality of plowing private roads, 4) the condition of some of 
he roads, 5) the difference between a ‘private way’ and a ‘private road’. 
he council is holding hearings on this matter. Considering the large 
lumber of people living on non-public roads, and their valuable input, 
4 are doing are best to work through this and find an equitable 
olution.

Nhile being ever watchful of the tax rate, we must also plan ahead to 
neet some of the town’s other future needs. Toward that end, we will 
ye studying alternatives to provide an adequate municipal building, 
yerhaps combined with a central fire station, developing a personnel 
Yolicy, examining the best mix of contracted and municipal public works 
ervices, and instituting a tax assessment policy that will keep Standish in 
ompliance with sate requirements. Due to growth pressures we face, as 
1 town in the Greater Portland area, we will be providing better staff 
upport to the Planning Board and continuing to review our land use 
dinances. In closing, | wish to thank the town council for their 
onfidence in hiring me and extend my gratitude for their sincerity and 
ooperation over the past few months. | will do my best to work to meet 
he many challenges that face the town with your support and help.

During the first six months of this year the Fire Department responded te 
103 fire related calls. They assisted the rescue unit in 21 automobil’ 
accidents. All toll they put in a total of 1,805.5 man-hours. 


The departments are required to hold at least one in-house training 
session per month. This has been done in all three stations. These 
training sessions include: driver training, portable pump use, familiari| 
zation with the equipment on the trucks and the proper usage of it, the 
use of sprinkler systems in various building in the town as well as the 
functions of alarms in this area, and 4’ hose classes. Several people from 
each station attended the Fire Attack School at $.M.V.T.I. A large 
building was burned in Steep Falls with emphasis on Exposure Pro) 
tection, 4’ Hose Training and Deluge Gun Operation. 


The newest fire truck displayed by Chief Arthur Riley, Jr. 
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The departments have spent many hours working and re-working the 
specs for the new firetruck. It is the desire of the Fire Department to 
purchase a truck that is going to do a complete job for us. 


It is fitting to remind all citizens that this is the 40th anniversary of the 
forest fire that roared through Maine in 1947. Conditions this year are 
favorable for hazardous fire situations. It will take a conscious effort on 
the part of all citizens to make sure that this town does not lend itself to 
a major forest fire in the fall of 1986. That training has been useful this 
year in aiding Limington with a large fire earlier in the spring. 


All departments are in need of a larger membership. Anyone wishing to 
become a firefighter or a rescue worker should speak to the Fire Chief or 
the Deputy Chief in his/her area. We need volunteers particularly in the 
Whites Bridge area. 


For the balance of the year we will continue with the ever necessary 
training. More firefighters will be going to S.M.V.T.I. in the fall and in- 
house training will bring new programs. 


Shortly, the firefighters will begin planning for Fire Prevention Week in 
October. Many hours are put into this, but it becomes worth it when 
evidence shows that the citizens are more conscious of fires and the 
manner in which they are reported. 


The program of inspections of woodstoves and chimney installations will 
continue this year. Please remember, when requesting these 
inspections, that all of the firemen hold regular jobs, and the Deputy 
Chiefs do these inspections in their spare time, and can not always be 
available when you want them. The Deputy Chief will call you when he 
is available, to set up a time that is convenient for the both of you. With 
the coming of winter the Fire Department wants to remind you that 
SMOKE DETECTORS SAVE LIVES, so please install them now. If you 
already have smoke detectors, CHECK THOSE BATTERIES.

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DISPATCH CENTER 


Once again the dispatchers must thank the citizens of the town for their 
cooperation in holding a lid on brush, grass and woods fires. Many 
serious fires were prevented because citizens notified the Dispatch 
Center of unattended burns. Citizens must have a permit to burn out of 
doors. It is required by law. It is also required that a burn must be 
attended at all times. In the first six months of 1987 we issued 584 burns 
permits, compared to 547 in 1986. Portions of this year have been very 
‘dry and we had to stop issuing permits. We are about to enter the fall 
season. In all probability we will have to stop outside burning when 
weather conditions warrant it. Citizens should check with the dispatch 
office on a daily basis before coming in for a permit. In dry weather we 
do not issue permits before 10:00 a.m. 


During the first six months of this year we dispatched the rescue unit 209 
times and the fire department 103 times. This is the same amount for 
the same time period last year. Red Phone calls have increased form 712 
last year to 843 this year. The Red Phone should only be used for 
emergencies. When you use this phone for information type calls you 
are preventing someone else from reporting a fire or requesting a rescue 
unit. Persons reporting a fire or requesting the rescue unit should call 
642-2232, ALL other calls should be made to 642-4343. 


We have handled 712 calls for the Cumberland County Sheriff's Office 
and the Maine State Police as opposed to 902 for the same period of 
time last year. The Cumberland County Sheriff's number is 1-800-482- 
7479; the State Police telephone number is 1-800-482-0730. 


In 1986 we handled 2,240 fire related calls and 1,655 related calls, 
compared to 2,295 fire calls and 1,630 rescue related calls this year. Calls 
for the animal control officer have decreased form 1,071 to 957 for this 
same period of time. Calls for the Department of Transportation are 
almost equal, with 229 in 1986 and 222 in 1987. We have handled more 
power‘ problems this year for 131 calls against 70 last year. We have 
received 138 fire and security alarms this year compared to 132 last year. 


In 1986 we handled 214 Emergency repairs for the telephone company 
and 854 alarms. So far this year we have handled 170 Emergency repairs 
and 552 alarms. 


It will soon be the time of year we turn on our heating systems. 
Whatever that system might be, requires your attention now. If you 
heat your home with wood your chimney probably needs cleaning. If 
you call our office we will be happy to supply you with the names of 
local chimney sweeps. If you heat with oil, you should contact your oil 
dealer to have your furnace cleaned. A little preventive maintenance 
now will prevent costly problems later. Our Deputy Chiefs do inspect 
woodstoves and chimneys upon request. However it should be noted 
they do this in their spare time. If you need something of this nature 
done, please call our office and we will set it up for you.

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RESCUE 


In January, with the insurance money from the demised Rescue |, we 
journeyed to Connecticut to pick up a second hand vehicle as a 
replacement. It is a 1983 Ford E350, type III, four-wheel drive ambulance 
with 16,000 miles for $14,000. It made its first run on January 28. The 
four-wheel drive vehicle has worked very well for us in both snow and 
sand and as of June 30, we had logged 168 calls with it. 


Rescue Il, the 1972 Dodge van responded to 41 calls in January before it 
had to be retired with structural problems that make it inoperable for 
transporting sick and injured patients. 


A new unit has been ordered. Many hours were involved in writing the 
specifications to insure that we have a vehicle that will serve the needs 
of the patient as well as the trained volunteers that operate it. Delivery 
has been further delayed due to modifications being made by Ford 
Motor Company to insure a safer vehicle. We are hoping to be in receipt 
of the completed vehicle by November. 


At the present time we have 26 active volunteers ranging from the all- 
important drivers, six licensed Ambulance Attendants, seven licensed 
basic Emergency Medical Technicians, five Advanced Life Support-Level | 
EMTs, and five Advanced Life Support-Level II] EMTs (Critical Care 
Technicians). 


As you may be aware, volunteers are fast becoming a thing of the past, 
but if we are going to be able to continue to provide emergency care 
and transportation of the sick and injured, we need them. If there is 
anyone who has some time (especially day time) to donate to help their 
neighbors and residents of the Town, we could use you. Call the 
Dispatch Center at 642-4343 to leave your name and number. Someone 
will contact you for further information. 


Currently, our annual runs are lower than last year. This indicates to us 
that you are taking better care of yourselves. Please continue to do so, 
but if you really need us, we will be there.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY DIRECTOR | 


The official name has been changed from Civil Emergency Preparedness 
to Emergency Management Agency, per legislation passed in June, 1987. 
This is in line with the fact that FEMA (Federal Emergency Management 
Agency) is our parent organization. FEMA runs on a fiscal year October 
through September, therefore this report will reflect activities beginning, 
in October 1986. 


In October 1986, Standish hosted a Forest Fire Training Exercise 
sponsored by the State of Maine Bureau of Forestry. This was a three: 
day exercise simulating a large scale forest fire and structural fires to 
coordinate training between local communities and the Forest Service. 
and to provide training for their overhead teams. Trailers and tents 
were brought in to serve as feeding, lodging, and operations. Three 
helicopters from the Forestry Department were also involved. Standish 
EMA, working with the county counter part, ran the evacuation 
simulation. Over 100 participants from at least 6 different communities) 
and the Red Cross were involved. The exercise was very successful and 
realistic. 


In addition, during the past fiscal year, as Director, | have attended the 
training sessions provided by the county, which include tours of the new 
wing and Radiological Department at Mercy Hospital and the City of 
Portland's new EOC (Emergency Operating Center) and communication 
center. Other meetings included the Salvation Army Feeding Van, 
workshops on preparing for a statewide table top exercise which was. 
held in the spring involving a simulated hurricane scenario, for which we 
were graded by FEMA personnel on coordination of agencies, resources 
and personnel in a disaster/emergency situation. | also participated in 
the monthly county/town radio drills held September through May. 


Currently we are involved in a three year project to update all of the 
Town of Standish’s Emergency Plans according to FEMA guidelines. | 


| have enjoyed serving you this past year and am looking forward to next 
year. ;

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GENERAL ASSISTANCE 


As you may know, each town is required by the State to maintain a 
Welfare Office for people in the community who are eligible for 
assistance. This law changed considerably in 1982 when the Maine 
Supreme Court handed down three landmark decisions which said that 
“immediate need” was the only eligibility condition for General. 
Assistance and that the municipality could look no further than the 
applicant's actual immediate need which is defined as that people are 
entitled to basic necessities which includes: food, shelter, fuel, 
electricity, non-elective medical services recommended by a physician 
and clothing. Each municipality may establish maximum levels of 
assistance by ordinance and they must be reasonable and adequate to 
maintain health and decency. 


In the past this program in the Town of Standish has been administered 
by the Selectmen and/or the Town Manager. The times people can make. 
applications for assistance must be posted and emergencies (life 
threatening) must be met any time. 


In my job as a P.R.O.P. (People’s Regional Opportunity Program) social 
worker, | was being referred to most all people requesting general 
assistance to see if there was some way | could help, whether it be with 
referrals to existing programs designed or just being a listener for 
someone in need so | was approached by Dave Holt to see if | would be 
interested in being the General Assistance Administrator and sort of ‘kill 
two birds with one stone’. 


After discussing the situation at length with PROP management, it was 
taken to the PROP board of directors and it was decided for me to do a 
one year pilot program in the towns of Standish and Windham. 


The program began July 1, 1987 and having just completed my second 
month, | feel it is working well. | will be giving Mr. Holt a report each 
month to share with the council. The public is becoming aware of my 
presence in the town office each Thursday from 10-12 and are beginning | 
to drop in. 


| would like to thank all the folks in the town office who have been very 
friendly and supportive and especialiy Roxanne for help in setting up. 
appointments for me and tracking me down during the week for 
emergencies. 


Last, but certainly not least, thanks, Dave, for putting his trust in me and 
helping me set up the general assistance office and being very 
supportive.

NOTE 1- SUMMARY OF ACCOUNT POLICIES: 


The Town of Standish, Maine operates under a Council-Manager forn 
of Government. 


except for not maintaining a record of its general fixed assets, the 
accounting policies of the Town conform to generally acceptec 
accounting principles as applicable to state and local governmenta 
units. The following is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds anc 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for by providine 
a separate set of self-balancing accounts which comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund equities, revenues, and expenditures. The various 
funds, which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on specific 
activities or attaining certian objectives in accordance with special 
regulations, restrictions or limitations, are grouped by type in the 
financial statements as follows: 


Governmental Fund: 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund: 

of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 

are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to anothe 
rfund are accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid: 

the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the 

pop la improvement costs that are not paid through other 
unds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to 
account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other 
than special assessments, expendable trust, or major capital 


projects) requiring separate accounting because of legal or 
regulatory provisions or administration action. 


Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used to 
account for financial resources segregated for the acquisition 
or con-struction of major capital facilities other than those 
financed by special assessments or enterprise operations. 


Fiduciary Funds: . 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets 
received by the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, 
custodian or agent. ;

Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on 
the modified accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the 
accounting period in which they become available and measurable. 
Available means colelcted in the current period or within sixty (60) 
days after the end of the current period. Property taxes due but 
not available within the required period are recorded in a deferred 
revenue account on the balance sheet. Expenditures for 
governmental fund types are recognized in the accounting period 
in which the fund liability is incurred, if measurable, except for 
ee sick and annual leave pay, which are recognized when 
paid. 


All other funds included in these financial statements are 
maintained and reported on the accrual basis. 


Inventories of Supplies: 
Inventories of supplies are ocnsidered to be expenditures at the 
time of purchase and are not included in the general fund 
balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 
Fixed assets are not capitalized in the accounting records when 
acquired. Funds used to acquire fixed assets are accounted for as 
expenditures in the year payments are made.

WHEREAS the Town of Standish has provided snow plowing on 
several of it so called private ways and private roads for many 
years, and;

WHEREAS it appears that a public easement must exist ona 
private way in order for a municipality to legally provide snow 
removal service,

BE IT TEEREFORE ORDERED TEAT the Town of Standish will 
provide snow removal for two more winters on those roacs, 
previously plowed during the 1987-88 snow removal season. 


Prior to commencing snow removal on private ways and roads 
for the 1990-91 snow removal season the tax payers along side 
said private roads and ways shall determine the ownership of and 
rights given for, the private roads and ways and shall provide to 
the Town of Standish a public easement for the private roads and 
ways. Prior to the easement beng issued to the Town the road 
shall be improved and maintained by the taxpayers along sice the 
private roads and ways to the satisfaction of the Road 
Commissioner, pursuant to, but not limited to the following 
attached list.

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FROM THE MANAGER'S OFFICE 


1987/88 has been a very busy year as the Town 


of Standish has dealt with several 
challenges. One of the major concerns has 
been that of growth management. The state 


legislature passed a far reaching law that 
mandates towns to update their comprehensive 
plans and associated land use ordinances. It 
appears that Standish will be one of the 
towns that will have to update its plan by 
1991. I applaud the intent of the 
legislation and am hopeful that the effort we 
put into planning now will yield benefits in 
the years ahead. Standish is nearly twice as 
big geographically as the average Maine town 
and has seen its population more than double 
in the last fifteen years. This highlights 
the need that we have for an effective plan 
that will fairly determine the quantity and 
quality of services that the town provides, 
the size and types of future growth and who 
pays the bill to run the town in the years 
ahead. 


The planning board and town council discussed 
possible building moratoriums or building 
permit limitations several times during the 
course of the year. Neither was enacted but 
a citizen initiated petition forced a growth 
limitation ordinance to November referendum. 
The Council did pass an ordinance which 
instituted comprehensive planning board 
review fees which means that developers now 
pay fees whenever planning board review is 
required or outside experts need to be called 
in to critique a project. The council passed 


jan ordinance that levied a $10 per cubic yard 
charge for disposal of stumps at the 
landfill. This was done in order to help 
feeter and defray the eventual considerable 
jcost of closing the stump dump disposal area. 
‘The town is proceeding with a methodical 
istudy of the alternatives for garbage 
itransfer to the Maine Energy Recovery Company 
iin Biddeford. We have become active in the 
‘Tri-County Solid Waste Association which is a 
igroup of MERC member towns with common 
iconcerns in the area of solid waste 


The position of harbormaster was created and 
ipaid for from boat launching fees during the 
summer of 1988. Use of the boat launch area 
iat Sebago Lake Village has increased to the 
ipoint where it was deemed necessary to have 
fat least one person on duty weekends and 
\holidays to ensure orderly parking and 
| launching. Non-property owners were charged 
|$2.50 while property owners with a transfer 


station card were not charged. This will be 
)reviewed and in all probability continued 
next summer. An important issue on the 


‘immediate horizon is how we as a town work 
|}cooperatively with the state, Portland Water 
District, and the other towns around Sebago 
|'Lake to preserve its water quality and yet 
}maximize its accessability and appreciation 


| for our citizens. The town council has 
| formed a beach acquisition. committee to study 
| the feasibility and desirability of acquiring 
} a town owned beach. 


| The police department was beefed up to three 
}full-time people with the passage of the 
|/1988/89 budget. I believe that Standish 
j/needs 24 hour coverage in the immediate 

future. We are currently studying the future 


ip 


of the fire and rescue services in terms of 
their staffing and organization. The highway 
department and snow plowing area needs to be 
studied as well along with the need to better 
assist the planning board's planning 
activities. : 
The possibility of some type of addition to 
the town hall is currently under review while 
the construction of a state mandated 
salt/sand storage building looms on the 
horizon during the next two years. 


In closing, I would like to recognize the 
Significant volunteer effort and time given 
to the town by members of its boards and 
committees and fire and rescue service. I 
can tell you as someone who is paid to attend 
a lot of meetings that a lot of people are 
contributing a great deal in order to make 
this town a better place. I think that; they 
are successful.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSOR 


This is my first year as assessor and the 
first year Standish has had an appointed 
assessor. This job in the past was done by 
the selectmen. The purpose of an assessor is 
to assess property in the town and to keep 
these assessments as fair and up to date as 
possible. I am working diligently toward this 
goal. I realize that a tax assessor is not 
everyone's favorite person but I wouid 
appreciate your help in trying to do the best 
Jod possible. If we all work together we can 
keep an affordable and fair tax rate for 
 Standisna. 


The Assessors Office did an upgrade on all 
land values in the Town of Standish for the 
88-89 fiscal year tax. This was done DY 
putting a 1.5 factor on ali iand. This had to 
be done to keep our valuation comparable to 
the state valuation for Standish. We were 
able to pick up 28,146,683 in new valuation 
by doing this. We also had to upgrade the 
value of aii buildable lots in town to a 
minimum value of 3,000 before we factored the 
land. This vaiue for a b»buiidable lot was 
determined back in 1983 when the revaluation 
was done by Katon & Eaton. There were 
,hnowever, many lots in town with vaiues as 
low as $750 that were built on. We have 
attempted to correct all the values to be 
fair and equal. The land owners most effected 
by this were the people who own lake front 
property and the people with more than a 3 
acre house lot.

Je also picked up 15,442,134 in new. 
valuation. This increase came from new homes | 
and additions that were not picked up for tax 

murposes previously. We visited every piece | 
9f property in the town this year. This has 


—10t been done since the revaiuation in 1983. 


[In doing this we were able to pick up 


jJarages, decks, driveways, finished 
oasements, additions and any other 


improvements that have been made since 1983, 


and not put on the tax cards. 


The market for land and homes was extremely 


good over the past two years. Because of this 


the vaiue of land and buildings especially on | 


the water took a big jump. I'm sure everyone 
in town is aware of how much the vaiue of 
their property has increased. The state is 


also very aware of this increase and because 
of that they have increased the Town’s® 
Valuation by 54,000,000 for 1989-90. After 
receiving your tax bills you must also. 
realize that even with the land value. 


increase your property is still way below the 
fair market value. It is my job to bring the 
vaiuations up to keep us in line with the 
State valuation. I would like to do this 
without the town having to pay for an outside 
revaiuation. 


I would also like you as taxpayers to be 
aware of the fact that increasing your 
valuation does not automatically increase 
your taxes. Many taxpayers found this year 
that their taxes went down from last year. 
This happened because the rate went down from 


223 


S$i6 to $14.70 per thousand dollars of 
aluation. Without the land increases their 
taxes wouid have gone up due to the increase 
in the towns budget. The proposed tax rate 
efore the amount we picked up in valuation 
would have been $17.50. The increase in your 
taxes is from any increase in the towns 


If you vote to spend more money in a tax year 
then you must expect your taxes to go up. You 
determine if your taxes go up not the 
assessor. An assessor only sets a tax rate to 
raise what you spend. The only way for you as 
taxpayers to control this is to attend 
council meetings and the Annuai Town Meeting 


and make your vote count.

During the past year, members _-of the 
Planning Board have attended many 
informational planning workshops sponsored by 
the Greater Portland Council of Governments.

[ have had a very busy and productive year as 
>ode Enforcement Officer. Not as busy 

-however, as 1987-88. There is a great deal | 
»9f concern over the number of new houses 


9eing built in Standish. 


It is my opinion that the economy will take 
care of any worries over growth expansion. 


This year I have issued 56 permits for new 
homes. This number is well below the last two 


years. As both Assessor and Code Enforcement 


Officer I feel the kind of growth needed in 


Standish is Commercial Growth. As tax payers. 
in this town we need the tax revenue from 
commercial property to take the burden off 


the residential tax payer while not adding to 
the growth of our schools. 


The total number of building permits issued 


this year were 192 consisting of: 56 new 


homes, 40 garages, 11 pools, 67 electrical, 


and 18 driveways. There were also 399 


plumbing permits issued consisting of 220 
external, and 179 internal. 


As Code Enforcement Officer I attended all 
regular and several workshop meetings of the. 


Standish Planning Board and all meetings of 


the Standish Appeals Board. I also traveled a 


total of 16,079 miles while inspecting 
building construction , plumbing improvements 
and electrical installations to insure that 
all construction and improvements meet both 
state and local codes. 
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I have to enforce the State and local 
building and plumbing codes to ensure the 
safety of the construction not only for the 
owners but for the people surrounding then. 
Short cuts in construction can cause big 
problems in the future.

Report of the Fire Department 


The Standish Fire Department was asked to 
respond to 226 calls in 1987. From January 
through June of 1988 they have responded to 
115 calls. Many of these were grass, brush 
and woods fires. It is distressing that many 
of these calls came because the rules were 
not followed. This has been a very dry year, 
so for days at a time we did not issue burn 
permits. some people chose to burn without 
them. We state on the burn permit that the 
fire cannot be left unattended until out. 
Yet in almost every instance that we respond 
to a fire out of control, the fire has been 
left unattended until or there was not an a- 
dequate amount of people to control the fire. 
People go to bed, go to the store, or 
wherever, never thinking of the potential 
danger they are leaving behind. It is state 
law that you must have a permit to before you 
burn! THINK BEFORE YOU LEAVE A FIRE 
UNATTENDED. The home that is lost may be 
yours. We issued 744 burn permits during the 
First six months of 1988 as opposed to 584 
| during the same time period during 1987. 


Fire prevention is always the number one 
priority of this department. For that reason 
we ask you to continue calling our dispatch 
center when you see someone being careless 
with fire or you are concerned about the size 
of a fire or the smell of smoke. Compared to 
fighting a major fire, it costs very little 
to investigate your concerns. 


Training also rates very high with our 
firefighters. All members have been involved 
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ith "“in-house™ training this year, with 
pproximately forty of those members taking 


utside classes. These people took thirty or 
ore hours of training at vocational schools 
nd out of town departments. Most of this 


raining is done on weekends, so a great deal 
f appreciation goes to the families of these 
irefighters who take a back seat to the fire 
epartment. 


he new Engine 1 was activated in December of 
987 and has been an asset to the total fire 


ighting force. Ladder 1 has just been re- 
ctivated after a long absence for 
efurbishing. It looks like new. We are now 
orking on replacing the 1955 Ford (Eng. 2) 
oused at Station 2. Our future concern will 
e the replacement of Utility 3, housed at 
tation . jn 3D Green: Fate This vehicle 


arries the Jaws of Life, as well as the 
rotective clothing for S-3 and extra Scot 
ix bottles for the entire department. This 
ehicle sees more hours of use than any other 
1ece of fire apparatus. 


n the Fall, when school opens, the 
epartment will once again handle fire 
nspections for the schools as well as 
resent fire prevention programs to each 
lass during Fire Prevention Week in October. 


his Fire Department is very proud of its’ 
ast, but our eyes are always on the future.

As of June 2, 1988 the Dispatch 
Center has been serving the 
residents of Standish for ten 
years. When it began in 1978, its 
main function was to dispatch Fire 
and Rescue. How it has grown! 


In 1979 the Dispatch Center began 
issuing burn permits and handling 
some of the animal control 
complaints. By the end of 1980 we 
were receiving calls complaints for 
the Contract Deputy. 


- By 1983 the Dispatch Center began 
to feel the effects of a growing 
population. Fire calls were up 
from 148 calls in 1979 to 184 in 
1983. We reached a high of 389 
rescue calls in 1983. 


In May of 1983 we began to handle 
Telephone Alarms and Emergency 
Telephone Trouble calls for the 
Standish Telephone Company. Now, 
as then, we handle these calls 
nights, weekends and holidays. In 
all of this time we have not been 
able to convince the public that we 
are not the phone company. It is 
not the fault of the Dispatch 
Center if a phone has been 
disconnected or is not working. 

The Dispatch Center is an answering 
service for the telephone company. 
We are there to forward emergency 
repairs to the telephone company's 
on-call service repairman. 
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By the end of 1984 we were 
receiving over 90% of the calls for 
the Department of Transportation. 
In 1984 rescue calls took a jump 
from ;389acalis:i rnetsgé 37 Cor4og. 

Fire calls were down in 1984 
because more residents were 
concerned about the safety of their 
wood stoves and chimneys. 

Residents responded well to the 
advise of the officer inspecting 
their stoves and chimneys. More 
residents became aware of the 
necessity of outside fire control. 
Through the co-operation of the 
public we were able to keep better 
handle on permitted and unpermitted 
burns. 


From 1985 to the present time we 
have seen a rapid growth of the 
town. It is expected that the job 
of the dispatcher is going to 
become expanded. In 1987 the 
rescue unit was dispatched 425 
times. It has been dispatched 218 
times in the first six months of 
1988. The fire department, in the 
first six months of 1988 has 
responded to 115 calls as compared 
to a total of 226 for the year of 
1987. Brush and woods fires 
contributed to the rise as well as 
an increase in automobile 
accidents. 


a 


In 1987 the Dispatch Center began 
issuing dump stickers on weekends 
and holidays. By the early part of 
1988 we were collecting fees for 
the dumping of stumps, brush and 
tires. 


Late in 1987 we began dispatching 
the Police Department. With the 
guidance of Police Chief, Tom Jones 
this otherwise public service 
center slid into the role of police 
dispatching with comparable ease. 
With the addition of three Reserve 
Officers the job of dispatching the 
P.D. has increased. During this 
period the dispatchers have had to 
make large adjustments, and so far 
they seem to be handling the task 
without many problems. 


With the addition of two full time 
Police Officers, coming on board 
shortly, the dispatcher role will 
“continue to increase. It will 
almost be a welcome relief as the 
need to go to an outside agency, 
such as County Sheriff and State 
Police, will decrease. 


tr te latter pan. OL, tyo Lhe 
dispatch office took over the 
switchboard for the Town Hall. 

From approximately 15,000 to 17,000 
calls, the dispatch office’ handles 
yearly, an additional 1,500 to 
2,000 calls per month have been 
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added. For the most part the 
dispatchers have been able to keep 
everything running smoothly. 


It 1S appropriate, after ten years, 
to show exactly what the tax dollar 
1s paying a dispatcher for. The 
four full-time dispatchers work 12 
hour rotating shifts from 0700 
hours on Monday morning to 0700 
hours Sunday morning. Each 
dispatcher works four hours on 
Sunday with shift dispatcher 
working 2300 hours on Sunday to 
0700 hours on Monday.

One of 
our major goals is to set up better 
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communications between all of the 
dispatch Centers in the area. 


In the fall our Dispatch as well as 
all of the others will be spending 
a lot of spare time promoting E911. 


In ten years, we have grown. We 
are looking forward to the next ten 
years. At the end of June this 
office had been open 78,648 
consecutive hours. In other words, 
we are open 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. 


We are here to serve. Please call, 
when the need arises.

he year 1987 was busy for us. Our 
statistics are compiled by the State EMS 
ffice from January to December 1987. For a 
‘otal of 444 runs, 302 were emergency 
-ransports and 142 no transports. This 
indicates a minimum number of 1,700 man 
lours. We average four crew members per call 
7ith a minimum of two hours for each round 
(rip. The four highest number of calls made 
xy the same rescue member; in descending 
order is 171, 115, 109 and 96. 


PR was begun four times’ before rescue 
irrived and three times it was initiated by 
escue personnel. Types and number of calls 
vere: .44 trauma, 37 head injuries, 20 spinal 
njuries, 2 burns, 48 cardiac, 6 poisonings, 
48 respiratory, 5 behavioral, 1 neonate, and 
(55 others (soft tissue injuries, seizures, 
liabetics and C.V.A.).

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We provided mutual aid to other communities 9 
times, we used other communities for 5; 
additional back-up calls, and 20 times for] 
primary coverage when we were unable t 
provide a crew or our unit was out oOo 
service. Total miles traveled by bot 
vehicles was 15,687, using 2,129 gallons o 
gas. 


The new rescue unit (Rescue I) arrived in| 
January of 1988. It is an 1987, one ton Ford| 
chassis with a module manufactured by Wheeled) 
Coach of Florida. Although we had it stocked 
and ready to roll, there was a three week 
delay before we received the state license 
for uwt'. Not only are we required by the 
State EMS board to be licensed as an 
ambulance service but each vehicle must also 
be licensed and inspected by that same 
office. When the new Rescue I was put in, 
service, the four-wheel drive vehicle became 
Rescue II. To date, Rescue I has logged 77. 
calls. | 


Presently we have: 4 licensed Ambulance 
Attendants, 8 Basic EMT's, 6 ALS-I, 2 ALS-III 
(critical care technicians), 6 drivers and/or 
observers. . 


We are still a totally volunteer service with 
members receiving no pay for their time while 
a majority of the surrounding communities are 
now providing a minimum reimbursement’ to 
their volunteers. It is becoming extremely 
difficult to find people who have the time to 
participate, let alone achieve the required 
state training for licensing. Initial course 
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training requirements for this license 
averages as follows: Ambulance attendant, 50 
hours, EMT, 110 hours, with ALS III now 
requiring and additional 100 hours. 


ith the increasing state requirements, 
Standish taxpayers are going to be faced with 
ome decisions in the not-too-distant future. 
Do you want to continue -with trained 
volunteers as long as possible? LE: sso, %ra 
inimum reimbursement for the many required 
ours should be considered. Do you feel the 
town should be considering a full-time paid 
service? If you have strong feelings 
regarding these issues, please make your town 
fficials aware of your concerns.

existence. AS a new department, there were 


many hurdles to cross immediately. One of 


the first was office quarters from which to 
work. The basement area, on the West end of 


the Municipal Building was renovated and an

office constructed with attached evidence 


room. This has provided the privacy and 
security necessary for our work. 


We have seen the enactment of an ordinance 
providing for Special (or Fire) Police | 


Officers to assist with traffic control at 
accidents, fire scenes and special events. 
These officers are jointly commanded by the 
Police and the Fire Chiefs. 


In November, William McAuliffe was sworn as a 
reserve officer for the Department, bringing | 


it's total strength to a full-time chief and 
one reserve officer. Bill brought to the job 
an enthusiasm and dedication that was a great 
asset in the first phases of build up. May 
Saw our ranks swell to four with the addition 


of two more reserve officers. Christopher | 


Harriman and Larry Ferrante were appointed 
and have since that time worked very hard and 
diligently in the support of the department. 
All three officers lend a professionalism to 
the job that, I feel, Standish can be proud 
of. At Town Meeting, the addition of two 


more full time officers was approved and the 


selection process has begun. I hope to have 
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-the new employees on board by the end of 
/August. I'm looking forward to the improved 
| coverage and service this will provide to the 
/citizens. 


'The 1985 Chevrolet cruiser, that was pressed 
into service to start the Department, was 
supplemented this Spring by a 1988 Chevrolet. 
This unit was procured by taking advantage of 
a Council of Governments bid process offered 
to local agencies. The 1985 is still in 
service and provides us with a very important 
} back-up unit.

In June we received word that our application 
for State Highway Safety Grant funds had been 
approved. This provided us with a new KR-10 
moving radar unit. The total cost to the 
town being $400. Also approved under this 
| grant was $500 to be applied to the purchase 
of a new two-way mobile radio for the second 
cruiser. 


As the Summer season approached, the town 
addressed a problem at the boat launch by 
creating a "Harbor Master™ position to 
control movement and parking at the launch. 
This’ position was placed within the Police 
Department and is supported by a launch fee 


of $2.50 charged to non-residents. The 
| Harbor Master is on duty Saturday, Sunday and 
holidays through Labor Day Weekend. Jim 
Burdwood accepted the position, and has 


distinguished himself by bringing the 
necessary stability to that area. 


| Along the same vein, the Police Department 


entered into a contract with the Portland 
Water District to provide lake patrol within 
| their established two mile limit. It is also 

provided that we may patrol and answer 
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‘complaints relating to public safety and 
ating laws. The contract is cost free to 
he Town, as Portland Water District provides 
she boat, motor, gasoline and salary for the 
Fficers. 


nm conclusion, 1t has been aebusy = and 
ventful ten months and the upcoming year 
romises to be the same. I want to thank all 


ther departments within the town structure 
or their support and assistance to the “new 


id on the block". I would also like to 
hank State, County and Municipal Law

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ANIMAL CONTROL REPORT 


The first six, months of 1988 have been very 
busy. In fact, my cases have doubled. There 
are sO many new people moving in town and 
most are bringing along their pets. 


I have picked up 23 adult dogs and 23 adult 
cats in the last six months. Also several 
litters of pups and kittens. Some of these 
had to be raised by hand because they were 
put out onto the street at four and five 


weeks of age. I was able to place all the 
pups and kittens but the adults went to the 
Westbrook Shelter. I also trapped several 


"wild" cats and kittens that had to be 
destroyed. 


Remember when you take in that cute kitten- 
that he must be cared for properly. Spending 
all his time outside and being fed every so 
often will not do. This is what makes a cat 
run off and end up living a "wild" life under 
someone else's house. 


Please try and remember that "street-wise" 


does not apply to your dogs. There were 
many, many dogs hit by cars this year. Some 
were lucky. Others were not so lucky. 


When the owners came looking for the dogs- 
sometimes two or three days after they ran 
off- I was left to tell them the dog was 
-either dead or at the vets waiting to be 
claimed. All it takes is a second in the 
road and your pet will be gone. 


Make sure your chains and runs are working 
properly. Make sure collars are. on 
securely. 


If you would like to let your pet run fora 
while bring him to an area away from traffic 
and stay with him. These are all very simple 
things to do and will save everybody a lot of 
heartache. 
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Keep in mind also that all dogs kept for any 
reason must have an up to date license. This 
is state law, not town law. 


But more important is the fact that if and 
when your dog is picked up and wearing a tag 
he will be returned to you. This will save 
the dog a trip to the shelter and get him 
home where he belongs. 


Please remember when your dog runs off-call 
me right away. This way we can look for him 
and try to get him home quickly- Don't wait 
thinking he will come home on his own. 


Our shelters are full of dogs and cats 
waiting for homes- many will be placed- but 
many will not. That is why it is so 
important to spay. You and your pet will be 
so much happier for it. 


Please remember your _ pet that is kept 
outside-— you must have proper housing (dog 
house)- this is also state law- you could be 
reported to the state for not complying. I 


also do trapping for small animals that may 

be giving you a problem. Feel free to call 

anytime with your concerns. I am also here 
to give you help and advice. 


Special thanks go out to Dr. Jeff Carr and 
Dr. Peter Hall and their wonderful staff at 
the Standish Vet Clinic for all of their help 
this year. They have always been there for 
me to help treat the sick and injured. Also 
thanks to all those people who called in this 
year with their concerns. Many of those 
animals we have saved together. 


Let's make 1988-89 a good year for all.’ 


And when looking for a pet, always remember 
your local shelter, the Westbrook Animal 
Shelter on Stroudwater street in Westbrook.

tradition. Again, the musical program was 


| planned and led by Olga Schimmer and Patricia 


Leavitt, while the Wild Ridge Garden Club 
decorated the building for the holidays. 


After contacting the teachers, two classes 
from Baldwin Consolidated School came here to 
tour the library, as did a kindergarten class 
from Steep Falls Elementary School. A 
Standish Boy Scout Troop came to receive 
instructions from Ruth Blake on using the 
card catalogue and finding books’ on the 
shelves. Ruth is developing a good rapport 
with the teachers. 


The following organizations used the library 
for meetings this last year: Standish 
Extension, the first Thursday of each month, 
September through May; two recitals, one 
classic guitar , one piano; PATCH; ' the 
Village Improvement Society; both Garden 
Clubs and a lecture with slides on gardening. 
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A "Kids our Us™ group came in April; and Mrs. 
Istin's third grade class, Steep Falls 
Zlementary School, dedicated their latest 
Steep Falls memory Book to Mrs. Dottie Hulit 
and others, whom they had interviewed, 
presenting books to them and the library. 


rhe first Poster Contest celebrated National 
Library Week in April. The "Friends Group" 
provided prizes, which Senator Henry Black 
and State Representative Ernest Greenlaw 
presented to the winning children. It was a 
fun time with pictures and goodies. 


Meanwhile, staff accompanied by Ruth Chaplin 
and Edna Bailey, attended several library 
meetings. Two Small Maine Library Meetings, 
one in Dexter, the other in Cumberland; a 
meeting of the Southern Maine Regional 
Library Association in Portland; and a 
special meeting to tour the new addition at 
the Prince Memorial Library in Cumberland.

need. 


We've purchased several sets of encyclopedias 
for the younger children at different reading 
levels plus books on stars, trees, Indians, 
Eskimos, wolves and other subjects’ school 
children use each year. We feel the younger 
the children come in to the library, the 
easier school will be and they may become 
life readers. 


With new shelves, reorganization of all our 
books, labelling signs and making a real 
Maine Corner for Maine Books, we feel we are 
more efficient and better able to serve our 
patrons and the demands of the area. Our 
goals are to be available to the people of 
our communities and to serve them in every 
way possible through the library.

OTE 1 —- SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Standish, Maine operates under a Council-Manager form of Govern- 
ent. 


Except for not maintaining a record of its general fixed assets, the account- 
ng policies of the Town conform to generally accepted accounting principles as appli- 
able to state and local governmental units. The following is a summary of the more 
ignificant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and account 
roups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of 
ach fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
hich comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equities, revenues and expenditures. 
he various funds, which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on specific ac- 
ivities or attaining certain objectives in accordance with special regulations, re- 
trictions or limitations, are grouped by type in the financial statements as follows: 


Governmental Fund: 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other re- 
ceipts that are not allocated by law or contractual agree- | 
ment to another fund are accounted for in this fund. From G 
the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the 
fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that are 
not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special revenue funds are used to 

account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 

(other than special assessments, expendable trust, or ma- 
jor capital projects) requiring separate accounting be- 
cause of legal or regulatory provisions or administration 
action. Budgetary basis revenues for fiscal 1988 totalled 
$99,236. $92,800. was transferred to general fund opera- | 
tions during the fiscal year. The fund balance at June 30, 
1988 was $6,436., which will be transferred in the follow- 
ing year for use in the general government operations. 


Capital Projects Funds - Capital projects funds are used ; 


to account for financial resources segregated for the ac- 

quisition or construction of major capital facilities

Proprietary Fund Type: 


Enterprise Fund - The enterprise fund is used to account 
for the harbor master's operations and services which is 
intended to be supported primarily through user charges.

Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets 

S received by the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, 
custodian or agent. Nonexpendable trust funds are those 
whose principal must be preserved intact. Expendable are 
those whose principal and income may be expended in the 
course of their designated operations. 


Account Group: 


General Long-Term Debt Account Group - This account group 
is established to account for the long-term debt that is 


backed by the Town's full faith and credit. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the modi- 
fied accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which they 
become available and measurable for property taxes. Available means collected in 
the current period or within sixty (60) days after the end of the current period. 
Property taxes due but not available within the required period are recorded in a 
deferred revenue account on the balance sheet. Expenditures for governmental fund 
types are recognized in the accounting period in which the fund liability is incurr- 
ed, if‘measurable, except for accumulated sick pay, and for unmatured interest on 
general long-term debt which are recognized when paid. 


All other funds included in these financial statements are maintained and 
reported on the accrual basis. 


-Inventories of Supplies: 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time of 
purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 


Fixed assets are not capitalized in the accounting records when acquired. 
Funds: used to acquire fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the year pay-

NOTE 3 - SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS AND OVER-EXPENDITURES: 


During the year, the Town voted appropriations of general fund balance which 
/are reflected as the excess of budgeted expenditures and other uses over budgeted rev- 
/enues and other sources as per Exhibit B. 


Also, during the year, the Town over-expended certain budgeted accounts, 
which will be raised through taxation in 1988/89. Over expenditures in general gov- 
| ernment - code enforcement and Town clerk accounts are offset by revenues collected 
by the Town and submitted to the proper state agencies. 


NOTE 4 — PROPERTY TAX: 


The Town's property tax is levied on the assessed value listed as of April 1 
for all real and taxable personal property located in the Town. Assessed values are 
periodically established by the assessors at 100% of assumed market value. Each prop- 
erty must be reviewed no less than once every four years. The assessed value for the 
list of April 1, 1987, upon which the levy for the year ended June 30, 1988 was based, 
was $175,351,183. 


The Town is permitted by the laws of the State of Maine to levy taxes to 1052 
of its net budgeted expenditures for the related fiscal period. The amount raised in 
| excess of 100% is referred to as overlay, and amounted to $71,496. for the year ended 
June 30, 1988. 


Tax liens are placed on real property within twelve months following the tax 
commitment date if taxes are delinquent. The Town has the authority to foreclose on 
property eighteen months after the filing of the lien if tax liens and associated 
costs remain unpaid. Schedule 2 summarizes the 1988 levy. 


} NOTE 5 - LONG-TERM DEBT: 


The annual principal requirements to amortize debt outstanding as of June 30, 
| 1988 is summarized on Exhibit G-l. 

In accordance with 30 MRSA, Section 5061, as amended, no municipality shall 
incur debt for specified purposes in excess of certain percentages of state valuation 
of such municipality. Additionally, no municipality shall incur debt in the aggre- 
gate in excess of 15% of its stated assessed valuation. The Town's outstanding debt 
at June 30, 1988 of $80,000. was $26,222,675. below the Town's statutory debt limit. 


NOTE 6 - OVERLAPPING DEBT: 


The Town's proportionate share of Cumberland County's debt is not reported 
' in the Town's financial statements. Debt service is included in the annual County 

assessment to the Town. At June 30, 1988 the Town's share is 2.27% ($147,550.) of 

Cumberland County's outstanding debt of $6,500,000.
